SEC. 2. NATIONAL UNIFORMITY FOR FOOD.

(a) NATIONAL UNIFORMITY.—Section 403A(a) of the
Federal Food, Drug, and Cosmetic Act (21 U.S.C. 343—
1(a)) 1s amended—

(1) by striking “or” at the end of paragraph (4);

(2) i paragraph (5), by striking the period and
mserting a comma; and

(3) by adding at the end the following:

“(6) any requirement for the labeling of food de-
scribed in section 403(j), or 403(s), that is not iden-
tical to the requirement of such section, or

“(7) any requirement for a food described in sec-
tion  402(a)(1), 402(a)(2), 402(a)(6), 402(a)(7),
402(c), 402(f), 402(g), 404, 406, 408, 409, 512, or
721(a), that is not identical to the requirement of
such section.”.

(b) UNIFORMITY IN FOOD SAFETY WARNING NOTIFICA-
TION REQUIREMENTS.—Chapter IV of such Act (21 U.S.C.

341 et seq.) is amended—

“(A) PUBLICATION.—Not later than 30

days after receipt of any petition under para-
graph (1) or (2), the Secretary shall publish such
petition in the Federal Register for public com-
ment during a period specified by the Secretary.
“(B) TIME PERIODS FOR ACTION.—Not

later than 60 days after the end of the period for
public comment, the Secretary shall take final
agency action on the petition. If the Secretary is
unable to take final agency action on the peti-
tion during the 60-day period, the Secretary
shall inform the petitioner, in writing, the rea-
sons that taking the final agency action is not
possible, the date by which the final agency ac-
tion will be taken, and the final agency action
that will be taken or is likely to be taken.

“(B) the State has mnotified the Secretary
about the matter involved and the Secretary has
not initiated enforcement action with respect to
the matter;

“(C) a petition 1s submaitted by the State
under subsection (c) for an exemption or na-
tiwonal standard relating to the requirement not
later than 30 days after the date that the State
establishes the requirement under this subsection;

“(D) the State institutes enforcement action
with respect to the matter in compliance with
State law within 30 days after the date that the
State establishes the requirement under this sub-

section.

“(e) No EFFECT ON PRODUCT LIABILITY LAW.—Noth-

23 ing in this section shall be construed to modify or otherwise

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“(f) No ErrECT ON IDENTICAL LAW.—Nothing in this
section or section 403A relating to a food shall be construed
to prevent a State or political subdivision of a State from
establishing, enforcing, or continuing n effect a require-
ment that is identical to a requirement of this Act, whether
or not the Secretary has promulgated a requlation or issued
a policy statement relating to the requirement.

“(9) No EFFECT ON CERTAIN STATE LAW.—Nothing
m this section or section 4034 relating to a food shall be
construed to prevent a State or political subdivision of a
State from establishing, enforcing, or continuing in effect
a requirement relating to—

“(1) freshness dating, open date labeling, grade
labeling, a State inspection stamp, religious dietary
labeling, organic or natural designation, returnable
bottle labeling, unit pricing, or a statement of geo-
graphic origin; or

“(2) a consumer advisory relating to food sanita-
tion that 1s 1mposed on a food establishment, or that
1s recommended by the Secretary, under part 3—6 of
the Food Code issued by the Food and Drug Adminis-
tration and referred to in the notice published at 64
Fed. Reg. 8576 (1999) (or any corresponding similar

provision of such a Code).
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“(h) DEFINITION.—In section 4034 and this section,
the term ‘requirement’, used with respect to a Federal action
or prohibition, means a mandatory action or prohibition
established under this Act or the Faiwr Packaging and Label-
g Act (15 U.S.C. 1451 et seq.), as appropriate, or by a
requlation issued under or by a court order relating to, this
Act or the Faiwr Packaging and Labeling Act, as appro-
priate.”.

(¢) CONFORMING AMENDMENT.—Section 403A(b) of
such Act (21 U.S.C. 343-1(b)) 1s amended by adding at
the end the following:

“The requirements of paragraphs (3) and (4) of section
403B(c) shall apply to any such petition, in the same man-
ner and to the same extent as the requirements apply to

a petition described in section 403B(c).”.
